Education of Farmers’ Children. 


The work of the farmer lies at tho 
basis of the world's prosperity. The 
better man and the better fanner lie 
may be, the more thrifty and prosper­ 
ous will be the Xtatiqn aud tho more he 
will benefit the world in his individual 
capacity. 
It is, therefore, of the high­ 
est importance that tho farmer should 
be au intelligent and well-educated 
man, that he may fill his place in society 
in the best aud most useful manner. 
But there is a popular 
impression 
abroad that a good farmer or a good 
shoemaker or mechanic may be spoiled 
by too much education. It a good edu­ 
cation prevents tho one from growing 
good crops, or the others from making 
durable shoes or building solid houses 
or bams, there might be some truth iii 
this idea. 
Bat why should tho cultiva­ 
tion of the mind have this deplorable 
result? It is very plain that if such a 
result should be produced something is 
wrong in the education, and it has not 
been of the right kind. 
And it is just 
here where failure is made in those 
cases where the education of farmers' 
children results in disappointment. We 
cannot deny that in many cases parents 
have been disappointed in this way. 
Children have i>een sent to country 
schools and every year their minds ani! 
hopes have been turned further away 
from rural pursuits, from farm life and 
work, and iii a direction toward city 
life, with all its ambitions, until, when 
they have become freed from parental 
restraint, they have turned their backs 
upon the old homestead, and tho obi 
folks have been left desolate and aloue 
in their age, when most the}’ needed 
the society and help of their children. 
The fact is that there is a good deal 
of injudicious and superficial teaching 
in the country schools, more of the ar­ 
tificial and less of the real solid and use­ 
ful tiaining of the mind than there 
should be. The knowledge conveyed 
is not always such as will train the 
mind for acquiring more knowledge of 
a higher character, not such as will en­ 
able the youth to learn by reading and 
observation after lie has left school; in 
short, tho child is not taught how to 
learn, but on tho contrary is crammed 
with some facts and sonic crude ideas, 
aud when the course of instruction is 
completed he or she is sent out into tho 
world with a belief that there is no more 
to learn, and yet having but little which 
can be usefully employed in the man­ 
ner of life in which the student has l>ccn 
brought up. 
With a mind untrained to 
thinkihg for itself nothing can lie learned 


the farmer. General and deliverer of his 
country, might well be held as an orna­ 
ment to a 
is too mile 
profession or an industry that 
n in danger of being despised 
by thoughtless persons. It woald bo 
useful also 
for our daughters 
to 
know that the first ladies of Rome 
used the spinning-wheel and were the 
best of housekeepers. 
Studies of these 
kinds would, of course, require good 
teachers. Good teachers should be se­ 
cured and encouraged. A farmer should 
at least lie willing to expend as much 
on the comfort, welfare and education 
of his children as he would on tho sta­ 
bling and tho training of a colt. 
But 
time and space fail, and it may bo 
enough to say in closing these sugges­ 
tions tliat when a really good education 
Is provided for farmers’ children in the 
country schools there will bo less 
thought or heard of the isolation and 
disagreeableness of farm Hie — H enry 
Stew art, in N. lr. Times.

These old farmers were not 
made miserable by brooding over their 
isolation from the'world, which is a re­ 
cent discovery altogether and only so 
much talked about of late by profession­ 
al writers who know nothing about it, 
but have, or think they have, a sort of 
aentimental idea of how isolated they 
would be on a farm and surrounded by 
fanners with whom they can never have 
any sympathy. The farmer lives in a 
little world of his own, in which, w ith 
contentment, he can find enough to oc­ 
cupy his hands and head cither at work 
or at rest; and it is a mistaken course 
of education that leads a young man to 
despise this world of content and quiet 
comfort w'hich is found in the home­ 
stead of an industrious fanner. 
A farmer cannot be too well educated. 
He may, and should lie, possessed of 


at the point be made to vibrate, the

You cannot think how much I would like 
to be with you on that occasion. It is a 
renewal of life to meet around the camp­ 
fires, and on the tented field, though on 
a diminutive scale compared with those 
times which tried mens souls; with the 
glorious men whose memories are crowd­ 
ed with the thrilling events of that ever 
memorable crisis in our national history, 
which drew the bravo and noble of the 
laud to fields oiffiro aud blood. 
How your hearts will thrill as you 
greet each other again, old veterans, 
inuuy of whom are drawing near the end 
of life’s great warfare. 
How tears will 
fall aud hearts melt together as of yore, 
at the recital of scenes of peril of suf­ 
fering anil death, through which it was 
the lot of the soldier to pass in the dread 
ordeal of soldier life. 
Tho old 13th was tried, and true aud 
faithful. In the sorrow of defeat or joy 
of victory, iii weariness, in watchings and 
wasting sickness, in toil and pain, in the

vigilance on mountain 
arni in valley, along the river iii brake 
anil marsh aud fen, from their Jsuuiiy 
homes in old Bock and Green, through 
twelve states to the burning sands of the 
Gulf of Mexico, the 13th ever exhibited 
the unfaltering devotion to tho sacred 
cause of tho Union. 
You will remember the news in camp 
ofjthe surrender, and the shoutings liko 
the sound of many waters, of thousands 
who knew tho war was ended, followed 
almost in an instant by the tidings of the 
assassination of our great Commander in 
Chief the immortal Lincoln, turning 
the joy of victory to the sobbings and 
bitterness of unutterable grief. 
These things will seem to you, at the 
reunion, only as of yesterday.

dear to them father uud m other, wife mid 
children, and to die with no loved one 
near. How tenderly will we cherish 
their memory. Oh, that they could hear 
the bugle sound aud awakening at the 
morning reveille, appear at the reunion to 
look upon the laud they loved so well 
aud iVed to save; to look upon home aud 
friends once more as they parted from 
them at tliciij country’s call, our men, 
and the ten thousands who, Uke them, 
died iii their country’s cause. 
On receipt of your notice Mrs. Foot 
aud I went to Hun Antonio, Texas to see 
tho burial placo of our men in blue. 
There in a pretty spot, carefully kept by 
an ex-soldier, with arched gateways and 
iron gates, winding walks, heils of flow­ 
ers, their graves marked by stone pillars, 
aud over them the starry banner, is the 
resting place of a number of our regi­ 
ment. The government still cares for 
and watches over tho graves of the Na­ 
tion’s dead. 
In large letters at the turn of a path 
we noticed this sad iusei;ption: 
“The muffled drum's sad roll has beat 
The soldier’* la*t tattoo; 
No more on life’s parade shall meet 
That brave aud fallen few.” 
The hooks are open, aud here we gather 
tho names of the different cemeteries 
where men of the 13th rest from Wiscon­ 
sin to Brow nsville on tho Bio Graude. 
Give greetings to tho men of tho old 
13th at tho ro-nnion. 
Bight royal men 
were they; may their sun go ilow’n late, 
only to rise on the early morrow iu re­ 
newed splendor. 
Let us hope to meet —all our warfare 
ended—iu the land where nations Ii arn 
war no more. 
And let us fervently pray that tho 
uuion of these states may never again 
need cementing on bloody fields of bat­ 
tle; nor tho troubled waters of national 
strife ever henceforth require tho dread 
arbitrament of the bloody sword.
